O 
NE ot my most prized gifts at Christm as time was a book printed in 
1818—a first edition of W illiam K azlitt’s essays about the English 
peeis. A label on the old board cover showed it was originally sold by a 
hockshop in Dublin. Ireland! 
Well. I got myself to a quiet corner in my library and began the 
reading oi those lovely essays, which have already given me so much 
pleasure, right from the original print. 
I thought of all the thoughts 
th at must have gone through H azlltt’s mind as he sent th a t volume out 
into the critical world. And then I m editated upon all who have handled 
and read th at book for over a hundred years. 
No wonder the essays have lasted for so long, for they are as pun- 
pent in thought and unique in expression as though brought out yester­ 
day 
You see there is nothing new about hum an nature, and the ove of 
beautiful things, and Hazlitt had a keen appreciation for the beautiful. 
In his discussion of poetry he stated th a t if you left poetry out of life, you 
took away its m ast attractive element. 
He didn’t think m uch of a m an 
who coldn't appreciate, or recognize poetry in hum an existence. 
In a few days I will have read the entire book and then I shall place 
u among my treasures. 
But I shall bring it out often fb the light, and 
tell people about it, and to get them to appreciate the mind of such an 
artist in thought and words. 
W hen I show this tattered old volume to some they smile and wonder 
ai my enthusiasm and love for such a poor looking book—but th at is be- 
c e u e they do not understand. 
It, somehow, holds the soul of the writer 
and creator. 
I prefer it to the most sum ptuous binding or choicest of 
printing in another volume, 
Hazlitt had no idea. I am sure, th at a 
hundred years or so after he had w ritten his essays people would love to 
read them , and treasure them in the original binding. 
But he had some­ 
thing interesting to say—and instructive as well. 
People who contribute real thinking to the world really never die. 
Hazlitt will not die. ’Neither will Charles Lamb, nor Shakespeare, nor 
Keats, nor Dickens. 
I read in my newspaper recently where Russia sold an old Bible to 
G reat Britian for half a million dollars. I consider it a good investm ent 
for that nation—or any nation! 
It Is good to teach the young the value 
o' old things, of books, especially, th at have reshaped and rebuilt the 
world and form ulated hum an thought and action.
